THE CHIT SYSTEM. 

Tn Shanghai, at least, remarks the Peking 
and Téentsin Times, the chit system has 
received a blow which may or may not 
prove effective in reducing to somo extent 
the evil brought about by the ruling state 
of things, but which in any event will 
decide whether or not it is possible to 
abolish the system thoughout the Far East. 
A well known hotel in Shanghai is endeay- 
ouring to makes break with the past and 
advertises that frum the Ist of August 
chits will no longor be accopted in ite bars 
and dining rooms, and that the manage- 
ment intends to cater for cash trade only 
in future, Itis possible of course that a 
short. time may show the experiment 
to bo a failure, bub should itmuccced in 
Shanghai. itis’ certain’ to be adopted in 
other China coast ports of dess importance 
with cqual success, It is however not 
only in bars and dining rooms that the 
system awants tu be abolished, ‘Lut in stores 
the encouragement of eash trade and the 
dleeontagument: of credit would havea good 
effect, This is done, we are -aware, in 
certain stores in Ticntsin already, and that, 
together with the fact that onv hotel pro: 
prictor has taken tho lead, an example that 
was badly needed, may bring within tho 
bounds of possibility the entiro diseppesr- 
aneo of a systoin which. is undoubtedly 
pernicious in its effects. 


THE KEEPING OF THE DEAD. 

As most of our(Pund 7, Times) readers 
doubtless know, it is Chinese custom to 
retain the cofflu of a dead member of tho, 
family on tho premises for a conuiderablo 
time after death, the period varying in 
different localities and being alao determin- 
ed by tho station in life of the bereaved 
fomtly.. In Peking the period is invariably 
much shorter than in Tiontsin, ranging as 
a rule from five to eloven daya, and rarely 
exceeding a fortnight. In Tiontsin on tho 
other hand tho tho period runs from a 
week to as long as three months. In, 
the case of the well-to-do ‘the court. 
yard is coverod with matting and. tho 
encloscd space converted into . an 
ornate chamber of death with. the 
usual decorations, und in this place priests’ 
offer daily sacrifice and mourners and 
friends of the deceased are: regaled with 
burial meats. It tho case of the poorer 
classes and those of limited means, the 
back yard or compound without any cover- 
ing, awaiting -burial.” Exposed to all 
weathors and in olose. proximity. to the 
dwelling rooms and neighbour's houses it 
can easily bo realised that this custom 
hecomes a sérigus:. menance to: the public 
health and comfort especially in the summer 
months.
